3. None of prior art teaches a method for determining an authenticity of an item 
carrying a marking exhibiting a viewing-angle dependent light reflection spectrum 
comprising illuminating of the marking with a first and second light sources having first 
and second spectral characteristics respectively wherein the illumination is a wide-angle 
illumination through a compound parabolic concentrator (CPC) in which the wide-angle 
illumination means simultaneously illumination of a marking under a plurality of 
incidence angles as set forth in the claims and presented by the applicant.
